This  is  being  met  by  the  construction 
of  a  further  59  permanent  houses,  and  constructional 
work  has  been  commenced  on  15  of  these  houses. 


Section  E.  Supervision  is  kept  over  milk  and  foods.  A  good 

standard  of  cleanliness  is  maintained  in  all  food 
shops  and  dairies.  Special  attention  has  been 
given  to  the  Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment  etc.) 
Regulations ,  1947* 


Section  F.  Measles  was  the  most  prevalent  disease.  The 

notification  of  other  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases 
was  about  the  same  as  in  1946.  There  was  one  case 
of  Poliomyelitis. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation.  All  children  on  attaining 
the  age  of  one  year  are  now  immunised  at  the  Infant 
Welfare  Centre  under  the  County  Council,  and  on 
entering  School  at  5  have  a  "Renewal51  Dose.  Over 
90C/J  of  children  of  school  age  have  been  immunised. 

Water  Supplies.  The  London  Midland  and  Scottish  Railway  Company 

are  still  the  water  undertakers  for  New  Bradwell  and 
Wolverton,  although  the  Council  are  negotiating  to 
take  over  the  undertaking  in  April  1948-  This  water 
supply  is  filtered,  chlorinated  and  ammoniated. 

The  Council  continue  to  supply  Stony  Stratford  and 
the  Lower  and  Middle  Wealds  of  Calverton,  and  this 
supply  is  chlorinated.  The  hamlet  of  Upper  Weald, 


Calverton,  is  supplied  by  a  standpipe  from  the  Bucks 
Smallholding’s  Committee’s  supply  main. 

(i)  The  water  supplies  to  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District 
have  been  satisfactory,  both  in  quality  and  quantity. 

(ii)  Bacteriological  examinations  have  been  made  of  the 
water  at  Stony  Stratford,  both  before  and  after 
chlorinating,  and  also  chemical  analysis  made.  Results 
are  very  satisfactory. 

(iii)  Copies  of  analysis  are  attached  herewith. 

(iv)  No  action  required. 

(v)  The  number  of  dwelling  houses  supplied  direct  into  the 
houses  is  4,390,  and  the  number  supplied  by  standpipe 
is  67-  There  are  103  houses  without  a  piped  water 
supply. 

The  total  population  supplied  with  water  is  13? 590 
(Registrar  General’ s  Return) . 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  The  three  existing  Sewage  Disposal 

1  Works  are  old  and  badly  overloaded  and  very  difficult. 

to  maintain  in  a  nuisance-free  condition.  The  erection 
of  further  new  houses  will  complicate  this  already 
difficult  position.  However,  tenders  are  again  being 
obtained  for  a.  new  central  disposal  works  and  it  is 
hoped  the  necessary  sanctions  will  be  forthcoming.
